to try all Cauſes themſelves, then the Su- 
preme Court is forc'd to hear their Com- 
plaints, becauſe there is no other way of 
deciding them. And this, under favour, 
is an Original Cauſe of Courts, tho' not

Now, theſe Original Cauſes of Courts, 
muſt alſo of neceflity induc2 Men, for ſa- 
ving of Charges, and Diſpatch ſake, to

Supreme Court. But then the Court is 
not obliged to receive them ; but pro- 
ceeds by Rules of Prudence, in either

This is, under Favour, the ſum of all 
that your Precedents can {hew us; which 
is nothing but what we praGile every 
day : That is, that very often, becauſe 
we would not be moleſted with hearing 
too many particular Caſes, we refer 
them back to other Courts.

Now ſome of us, Lords, that did not 
underſtand the Refineneſs of this Stile, 
began to examine what the reaſon of this 
ſhould be; and ſo we found, that fince 
they ought not by Right to try ſuch 
Cauſes, they are reſolved to make bold, 
not only with our Priviledges, but the 
very Sence and Language of the whole 
Nation. 


This I thought fit to mention, only to 
let you ſce,thar this whole Cauſe, as well 
as many others, could not be try'd pro- 
perly in any place but at our Bar; except 
Mr. Skinner would have taken a Fancy, 
totry the Right of Juriſdictions between 
Weftminſter-hall and the Court of Admi- 
ralty,inſtead of ſeeking Relief for the In- 

juries 
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juries he had received 1n the place, only 
where it was to be given him. 


One thing I hear is much inſiſted upon 


which is, The Trial without Juries ; to 
which [ could anſwer, That ſuch Trials 


| are allow'd of in the Chancery, and other

Courts: and,that when there is occaſion 
for them, we make uſe of Juries too, both 
by direQing them in the Kzng's Bench, 
and having them brought up to our Bar. 


But I ſhall only crave leave to put you 
in mind, That 1t you do not allow Us, 
in ſome Caſes, to try Men without Ju+ 
ries, Foo will then abſolutely take away 
the uſe of Impeachmeats ; which T hum- 
bly conceive you will not think proper 


to have done at this time.

TJ Have often troubled your Loxadſbips

what I have to ſay to your-Loraſbzps : On 
the one ſide, Iam afraid of being thought 
an Unquier and Pragmatical Man ; for, 
inthis Age, every Man that cannot bear 
every thing, is called Unquiet.; and he 
that does but ask Queſtions, for which he 
ought to be concerned,is looked upon asa 
Pragmatical. On the other ſjde,T am more 
afraid of being thought a diſhoneſt Man;

GOD, 
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GOD Almighty had given him: And 


thereSre, tho? I ſhould be in the wroag, 
it I tell your Loraſhips truly and plainly 


what I am really convinc'd of, I ſhall be- 


have my ſelf like an hone!t Man : For 
'tis my Duty, as long as I have the Ho- 
nour to fit in this Houſe, to hide nothing 
from your Lordſhips, which, I thiak,may 
concern either his Majeſty's Service, \ our 
Lordſhips Intereſt, or the Good and Quiet 
of the People of England. 


The Queſtion, 1a my Opinion, which 
now lies before your Loraſhips,is not what 
we are to do, but whether ar this time we 
can do any thing as a Parliament; 1t be- 
ing very clear to me, that the Parliament 
is Diſſolved: And if, in this Opinion, !

at this time might prove to be of Bmoſt 
dangerous Contequence, both to his Ma- | | 
jefty, and the whole Nation, 1 ſhould 
have been loth to ſtart a Motion, which 
perhaps may not. be very agreeable to J 
ſome People: And yet, my Lords, when 
1 conſider where I am, whom I now 
ſpeak to, and what was ſpoken 1n this 
Place, about the time of thelaſt Proroga- 
tion, I can hardly belteve that whar I 
have to ſay, will be diſtaſteful to your 
Lordſhips.

I have often wondred how it ſhould 
Come to paſs, that this Houſe e of Commons, 
in which there are ſo many honeſt,and ſo 
many worthy Gentlemen, ſhould be leſs 
reſpectful to your LZordſhips (as certainly 
they have been) than any Houſe of Com- 
mons that ever were choſen in England ; 
_ and yet, if the matter be a little enquir'd 
mto,the Reaſon of it will plainly appear : 
For, my Lords, the very Nature of the 
Houſe off Commons is changed; they do 
not think now they are an Aſſembly that 
are to return to their Houſes, and become 


as private, Men again (as by the-Laws of 


the Land, and the Ancient Conſtitution 
of Parliament, they ought to do) but 
they look upon themſelves as a tanding 
Senate, and as a Company of Men pick'd 
out. to be Zegi/lators for the reid of their 
whole Lives; and if that be the cauſe,my

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Lords, they have reaſon to believe them- 
ſelves our Equals. But, my Zoras, it isa 
dangerous thing totry new Experiments 


j3n Government. Men do not foreſee the 


i1l Conſequences that muſt happen,when 
they go about to alter thoſe Eſſential 
parts of it, upon which the whole Frame 
of the Government depends, as now in 
our Fall the Cuſtoms and Conſtitutions 
of Parliaments; for all Governments are 
artificial things, and every part of them 
has a Dependance one upon another. 
As in Clocks and Watches, if you ſhould 
put great Wheels in the room of little 
ones, and little ones in the place of great 
ones,' all the Fabrick would ſtand till ; 
So you cannot alter any one part of the 
Government , without prejudicing the 
Motions of the whole. It this, my Lords, 
were well conſidered, People would be 
more cautious how they went out of the 
old Exeliſh Way and Method of Proceed- 
ings. But 1t 1s not my bulineſs to find 
fault, and therefore, if your Lordſbips 
will give'me-leave, 1 ſhall go on to ſhew 
you, why, in my Opinion, we are at this 
time no Parliament. | 

The ground of this Opinion of mine, 


is taken from the ancient and unque- 


ſttonable 
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ſtionable State of this Realm : And give 
me leave to tell your Zordſhips, by the 
way, that Statutes are not like Women, 
for they are not one jot the worle for be- 
ing Old. 


The firſt Statute that I ſhall take no- 
tice of, is That in the Fourth Year of 
Edward the Third, Cap. 14. and it 1s thus 
ſet down in the Printed Book, Item, 1: 
is accorded, that a Parliament ſhall be holden 
every Tear once, and more often, if need be. 
Now theſe Words be as plain as a Pike- 
ſtaff, and that no Man living that is not a 
Scholar, could poſſibly miſtake the mean- 
ing of them. It is the Grammarians of 
thoſe Days did make a ſhift to explain, 
that the Words, If zeed be, did relate as 
well to the Words, Every Tear once, as tO 
the Words, More often. And ſo by this 
Grammatical Whimſey of theirs, had 
made this Statute to (ignifie juſt nothing 
at all. For this Reaſon, my Lords, in the 
36th Year of the ſame Kzn2's Reign, a 
new ACt of Parliament was made, in 
which thoſe unfortunate Words, 1F zeed 
be, are left out, and that A& of Parlia- 
ment is Printed thus, relating to Mazns 
Charts, and other Statutes, made for the 

Public 
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Publick Good ; Item, For maintainance of 
theſe Articles and Statutes, and the Redreſs 
of divers Miſchiefs and Grievances, which 
daily happen, 4 Parliament ſhall be holden 
every Tear, as at other time was ordained b 
another. Here now, my Lords, there 1s 
not left the leaſt Colour or Shadow for 
any further Miſtake; for it is plainly de- 
clared, That the Kz»z of England muſt 
call a Parliament once within a Year: 
And the Reaſons why they are bound to 
do ſo, areas plainly ſet down ; namely, | 
For the Maintenance of Magne Charts, 
and other Statutes of the ſame Import- 
ance,and for the preventing the Miſchiefs 
and Grievances which daily happen. 
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The Queſtion then remains, Whether 
theſe Statutes have been ſince repealed 
by any other Statutes, or no? The only | | 
Statutes I ever heard mention'd for that, | 
are the two Triennial Bills, thevne made | + 
in the laſt Kzzg's, the other made in this | : 
Kzne's Reign. The Triennial Bill in the | 
laſt Kzng's Reign, was made for the Con- | | 
firmation of the two Statutes of Edward | ' 
the Third, before-mention'd : For Par- | | 
laments having been omitted every | « 
Year, according to theſe Statutes, a Sta- | | 

tute |: 
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tute was made 1n the laſt K»2's Reign 
to this purpoſe, That if the Xz»g ſhould 
failof Calling a Parliament according to 
theſe Statutes of Edward the Third, then 
the third Year the People ſhould Meet of 
Themſelves, wirhout any Writs at all,and 
chooſe: their Parliament-men of Them- 
ſelves. This being thought diſreſpeQ- 
ful tothe K/»g,a Statute was made by this 
aft Parliament, which repealed the 
Triennial Bill; but after the Repealing 
Clauſe, which took notice only of the 
Triennial Bill made in the laſt Kznp's 
Reign, there was then 1n this Statute a 
Paragraph to this purpoſe, That becauſe 
the ancient Statutes of the Realm, made 
in Edvardthe Third's Reign, Parliaments 
were to be holden very often, it ſhould 
be Enacted , That within three Years 
after the Determination of that preſent 
Parliament, Parliaments ſhould not be 
diſcontinued above three Years at moſt, 
and ſhould be holden oftner, if need re- 
quired. Theſe have been ſeveral falſe 

kind of Arguments drawn out of theſe 

Triennial Bills againſt the Statutes of 
Edward the Third ; which, I confeſs I 

could never remember ; nor, indeed, 


thoſe that urged them to me ever durſt 
| OWN 
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own; for they always laid their Faults 


upon Some-body elſe : Like ugly aufiſh 
Children, which, becauſe of their De- 
formity and want.of Wat,the Parents are 
aſhamed of, and ſo turn them out to the 
Pariſh, But, my Lords, let the Argu- 
ment | be: what it will , I will have this 
ſhort-Anſwer to all that can be wreſted 
out of the Trienmal Bills, That the firſt 
Triennial Bill was repeal'd before the 
matter now diſputed of was in queſtion ; 


and the laſt Triennial Bill will not be of 


| force till the Queſtion be decided; that 


is, till the Parliament be Diffolved. The 
whole matter therefore, my Zords, 15 re- 
duced to this ſhort Dilemma, Either the 
Kings of England are bound by the AQts 
mentioned of Edward the Third, or elſe 


the whole Government of England by 


Parliament, and by Law, is abſolutely at 
an end: For if the Kzngs of England have 
Power, by an Order of theirs, to 1nva- 
ſidate an A made for the Maintenance 
of Magna Charta,they have alſo a Power, 
by an Orderof theirs,to invalidate Magns 
Charta it ſelf; and if they have Power, 
by an Order of theirs, to invalidate an 
ACt made for the Maintenance of the Sta- 


tute De Talligio non concedendo, they _ 
allo

alſo a Power, when they pleaſe, by an 
Order of theirs, to'1nvalidate the Statute 
Itſelf; and they may, nor only withour 
the Help of Parliament, raiſe what Mo- 
ney they pleaſe, bur alſo take away any 
Man's Eſtate 'when they pleaſe,. and de- 
prive one of his Liberty and Life, if chey 
pleaſe. This, my Lords, is a Power, ! 
think; that no Judge or Lawyer will 
pretehd the Kzrgs of England have; and 
yet this Power mult be allowed them, or 
elſe we that are met here this Day can- 
notattasa Parliament; for we are not 
met*by vertue of the laſt Prorogation ; 
then Prorogation 1s an Order of- the 
"Kznz's, and a point-blank Contrary to 
the'two Als of Edward the Third : For 
the AQts ſay, That a Parliament ſhall be 
holden within a Tear. And the Proroga- 
tion ſays,That Parliaments ſhall not be held 
within a Tear,but ſome Months after. "This,

Now,if we cannot act 2s a Patliament, 
by vertue of the laſt Prorogation, | be- 
ſeech your Lordſbips, by vertue of what 
elſe can we aQ ! Shall we att by vertue 
of the Kz#ng's Proclamation ? Pray, my 
Loras,

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Lords, how ſo? - Is a Proclamation of 
more. force than a Prorogation ? Or if | 
any thing that has been ordered a firſt 
time .be not valued, does the ordering 1t 
a ſecond time make it good in Law? 

I have heard, indeed, That two Nega- 
tives make an Affirmative : But I never 
heard before, That two Nothings ever 
made Any-thing. Well; but how then 
do we-meet!? Isit by our own Adjourn- 
ment? 1 hope that No-body has the 
Confidence to ſay ſo. Which way then 
is it we do meet here? By an Accident: 
That, I think, may be granted. But an 
accidental Meeting.can no more make a 
Parliament, than an Accidental Clap-* 
ping of a Crown on a Man's Head can 
make a XKzzg. There is a great deal of 
Ceremony required to give a Matter of 
that Moment a Legal San&ion. The 
Laws have repos'd fo great Truft and 
Power 1n the Hands of the Parliament, 
that every Circumſtance relating to the 
manner of their Electing, Meeting, and 
Proceeding, is lookt after with the-moſt 
Circymipettion ' imaginable. For this 


Reaſon the Kzng's Writs about the Sum- 
mons of Parliament are to be iſſued out 
verbatim, - according to the Form Pre- 


{cribed 
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ſcribed by the Laws, or elſe the Parlia- 
ment is void, and nulled. For the ſame 
Reaſon, that a Parliament is ſummoned 
þy'the Kzng's Writs, does not meet at 
the very ſame Day it's ſummoned to 
meet at, that Parliament is void and nul- 


| ſed; and by the ſame Reaſon, if a Parlia- 


ment be not legally Adjourned de die & 
in diem, theſe Parliaments muſt alſo be 
void,and nulled, O, but ſome ſay,there is 
gothing in the two Atts of Edward the 
Third, to take ayay the Xznz's Power in 


Prorogation , therefore Prorogation is 
| good. | | 

: My Lords, under Favour, it is a very 
dgroſs Miſtake : For pray, examine the 


Words of the Atts; and the AQts ſay, 
Parliaments ſhall be holden Once a Tear. 
Now, to whom can theſe Words be dt- 
rected, but to them that are to call a Par- 
lament? And who are they, but the 
Kznes of England? It is very true, this 
does not take away the Kzzg's Power of 
Proroguing Parliaments, bur it moſt cer- 
tainly limits it to be within a Year.

My 
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My Lords, 1 confeſs there would be 
ſome weight in this, but for one thing, 
which is, That not one word 1s true; for 
if, when the Kzzg had prorogued, we had 
ctaken no notice of his prorogation, but 
had gone on like a Parliament, and had 
adjourn'd our ſelves the dze iz diem,thenl 
confeſs things had been juſt as they were 
before : but ſince, upon-the Prorogation, 
we went away, and+ took no care our 
ſelves for our Meeting again, if we can- 

not meet and aCt agaig. by virtue of the 
Prorogations,ahere is an Impoſbbility of 
our Meeting and Acting any other way; 
and one may as probably ſay,that a Man, 
who iskilled by Aſſault, is ftill alive, be-# 
cauſe the Afſau]t was unlawful. 

The next Arguments that thoſe are re- 
duced to, who would maintain to be yet 
a Parliament, is, That the Parliament is 
prorogued ſize die, and therefore a'Kyjng 
may call them by Proclamation. 

To. the firſt part of the Propoſition, I 
ſhall not only agree with them, but alſo 
do them the Favour to prove, rhart it isſo 

in the Eye of the Law, which I have ne- 

ver heard they have yet done : For the 

Statures ſay, 4 Parliament ſhall be had once 
within a Tear. And that Prorogation 

having 
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having put them off rill a Day without 
the Year, and conſequently excepted a- 
gainlt by the Law, that Day, 1n the Eye 
of the Law, is no Day atall, chat is ſize 
die, and the Prorogation might as well 
have put them off till ſo many Days after 
Doomſday ; and then, I think, No-body 
would have doubted but that had been a 
very ſufficient Diſſolution. Beſides, my 
Lords, 1 ſhall deſire your Lordſhips to 
take notice, That, in tormer time, che 
uſual way of Diflolving Parliament, was 
to diſmiſs them ſize die;tor the Kzng,when 
he uſed to diflolve them, ſaid no mere, 
| but deſired them to go Home, rill he ſent 
+ for them again; which is a Diſmiſſion ſive 
die. Now if there were forty ways of 
diſſolving Parliament, if I can.prove this 
Parliament has been diffolved by any one 
of them, I ſuppoſe there is no great need 
of the other thirty nine. 

Another thing, which they moſt inſiſt 
upon, is, 'That they have found a Prece- 
dent in Q. Elzzabeth's Time, when the 
Parliament was once prorogued three 
Days beyond a Year : In which I cannot 
chuſe but obſerve, That it isa very great 
Confirmation of the Value and Eſteem 
_ all People have had of the forementioned 
H AQs 
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Acts of Edward the Third ; ſince, from 
that time to this, there can be but one 
Precedent found for the Prorogation of a 
Parliament above a Year, and that was 
but three Days neither. Beſides, my 
Lords,this Precedent 1s of a very odd kind 
of Nature ; for it was in the Time of a 
very great Plague, when every one of a | 
ſudden was forc'd torun away one from 
another'; and ſo, being in haſt, had not 
leiſure to calculate well the time of the 
Prorogation ; tho' the appointing of it to 
be within three Days after a Year, is an 
Argumeat, to me, thas their Deſign was 
to keep within the Bounds of the AQts of 
Parliament; and if the Miſtake had been 
taken'notice of in Q. Elzzabeth's Time, I 
make no queſtion but She would have 
givena lawful Remedy toit, 

Now, I beſeech your Lordſhips, what 
more can be drawn from the producing 
this Precedent,but only becauſe once up- 
on a time a thing was done Illegally, 
therefore your Lordſhips ſhould do ſo a- 
gain: Now, my Lords, under Favour, 
this of ours is a very different Caſe from 
theirs; for as to this Precedent, the Que- 
{tion was never made; and all Zawyers 
will tell you, That Precedent that paſſes 
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ſub Silentio, 1s of no Validity at all, and 
will never be admitted 1n any Judicial 
Court where it 1s pleaded: Nay, Judge 
Vaughan \aith 1n his Reports, © That in 
Caſes which depend upon Fundamental 
© Principles, from which Demoaltrations 
© may be drawn, Millions of Precedents 
*are to no purpoſe. O bur, fay they, 
you mult think prudentially of the In- 
convenience that will follow it; for it 
thys be allowed, all theſe Acts which are 
made in that Seſſion of Parliament, will 
be then void; whether that be ſo or no, 
I ſhall not now examine. 

But this I will pretend to fay, That no 
Man ought to paſs for a Prudential Per- 
ſon, who only takes notice of the Incon- 
veniences on one lide; it 1s the part of 
a wiſe Man to examine the Inconve- 
niences on both, to weigh which are the 
oreatelt, and to be ſure to avoid them; 
and, my Loras, to this kind of due Exa- 
.minatiqn, E willingly ſubmit this Caule ; 
for, I preſume, it will be eafte to your 
Lordſbips to judge which of theſe two 
will be of moſt dangerous Conſequence 
to the Narion, either to allow that the 
Statutes made, in that particular Sel1- 
ons, 1a Queen E/zzabeth's Time,are void, 
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which may eaſily be confirm'd at any 
time by a lawful Parliament; as, to lay 
down for a Maxim, That the K/zzgs of 
England, by a Titular Order of Theirs, 
have Power to break all the Laws of Exg- 
land when they pleaſe : And, my Zoras, 
with all the Duty we owe to His Majeſty, 
it is no diſreſpect to Him, to ſay, That 
His Majeſty is bound by the Laws of Exg- | 
land; ter the Great King of Heaven and 
Earth, GO D Almighty Himſelf,is bound 
_ by His own Decrees; and what isan AQ 
of Parliament, but a Decree of the Kzng, 
made in the moſt ſolemn manner? Ir 1s 
poſſible for Him to make it, that is, with 
the Conſent of the Lords and Commons. 
It is plain then, in my Opinion, that 
we are no more a Parliament; and I 
humbly conceive your Lordſbips ought | 
to give GOD thanks for it, fince it has | 
pleaſed Him thus, by his Providence, to 
ttke you out of a Condition wherein you 
muſt have been intirely uſeleſs te his Ma- 
jefty,to your {elves,and the whole Nation. 
For, I beſeech your Zordſbips, if no- 
thing of this I have urged were true, 
what honourable Excuſe could be found 
for acting again with this Houſe of Com- 
ons, except we would pretend to ſuch 
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an exquiſite ACt of Forgetfulifeſs, as to 
avoid calling to mind all that paſſed Jaſt 
- Seſſions; and unleſs we could alſo have 
2 Faculty of teaching the ſame Art to the 
whole Nation! What Opinion would 
they have of us, if it ſhould happen, that 
the very ſame Men that were ſo earneſt, 
the laſt Seſſions, for having this Horſe 
of Commons diſſolv'd, (when there was 
no queſtion of their lawful Sitting)ſhould 
now be willing to joyn with them again, 
when, without queſtion, they are dil- 
ſolved ? 

Nothing can be more dangerous to a 
Kzng or People, than the Laws ſhould 
be made by an Aſſembly, of which there 
can be doubt whether they have a Power 
 tomake Lawsor no; and it would be in 
us ſo much the more inexcuſable, if we 
ſhould overlook this Danger, fince there 
is for it ſo eafie a Remedy; a Remedy 
which the Law requires, and which all 
the Nation longs for, the Calling a New 
Parliament. | 

It 15 that can only put his Majeſty into 
a poſſibility of receiving Supplics ; that 
can ſecure your Lordſhips the Honour of 
Sitting in this Hoſe of Peers,and of being 
Serviceable to the Kzng and Country,and 
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that can reſtore, to all the People of Exg- 
lad, their undoubted Rights of chooſing 
Men frequently to repreſent their Grie- 
vances in Parliament ; without this, all 

we can do 1s 1n vain; the Natton might 
languiſh a while, but muſt periſhat laſt; | 
we ſhould become a Burthen to Our 
ſelves, and a Prey to our Neighbours. 


My Motion to your Lordſbips, there- 
fore, ſhall be, That we humbly addreſs 
Our ſelves to His Majeſty, and beg of 
Him, for His own Sake, as well as for all 
the People's ſake, to give us ſpeedily a | 
New Parliament, that ſo we may una- 
nimouſly, before it is too Iate,: uſe Our 
utmoſt Endeavours for His ieſy's Ser- 
vice, and for the Safety, Welfare and 
Glory of the Engliſh Natzon.

Qtion a1 my _— why ſhou'd not the 
Cockirs oi your old Heart dance upon 
this occaiicn ; or why ſhou'd you not be 
as well pleas'd to behold my Picture in a 
Grand-ſon ? But, perhaps, you il tell me, 
That your Conſcicnce 1s ſomewhat un- 
ealte, becaulc the poor Child was begot- 
ren 11 Sin, and out of the Pale of Matrs- 
mony. |t the Shooe pinches you there, 1 
mult ask youa tew Civil Queſtions be- 
fore we part. Pray, Sir, what Materials 
was I compos'd of * As I take ir, I am 
not made of Stone, or Iron, or any tuch 
neing Ingredients. You begot me 
true Fleſh and Blood, and,it I have com- 

mitted any Crime, 1n making ule of my 
Parts, Fil &en place it to your "Score ; for 
I'll ſwear I had all the PECCANT Utenſils 

from you. In the nexc place,Do but con- 
{der how 1t was with your ſelf at my 
Years : You know well cnough, without 
my refreſhing your Memory for you, tha: 

you never lay under the ſcandalof a Fum- 

bler. Iam your own lawful Son ; no blot 
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ro your Family, IT hope ; no Exnuch, or 
any thing like it.

Coxcomb, as to be conkn'd to them ” 
Some Whining-grave Raſcals may rel! 
you, I hey were never guilty of Sin, and 
demurely wi pe their Mouths after they 
have ſaid it ; but I hate all Lyars, and, 
ſtince I carry Human TInfirmities about 
me, {corn to conceal or deny them: $0 
much tor this Point. But becauſe you 
leem to diftruſt, that other People | IVC 

had a Finger in the Pye, and WOU 'd tain 
be fatished whether the Ch! d really Le- 
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longs to me or no: Pray, Sir, be pleas'd 
to take this ſhort Hiſtory of the whole 
Aﬀair. I had been Envoy at Strasburg 
{ome two Years, and, as it happen'd, i1ad 
a0 great Buſineſs upon my Hands, v hem # 
a Woman, newly arrived from Erg/and, | 
who had Youth and Beauty enough to 
pleaſe a nicer Palate than mine, cnaiis<d 
to come to the ſame Inn where | lodged :
